It is steadied by an- 
other rope at the bottom. When 
decorated, it is raised to its place 

0 again by pulling the bottom rope, 
and it is fixed by reinserting the 
lower transverse bolt. — Notes and 
Queries. 

California Pearls. 

The headquarters of the pearl flah- 
ies of California are at La Paz. 
The fisheries extend along tho coast 
for many miloa. The divers work 
from Juno to December, working 
about three houra a day. A good 
day's work is 12 shells, although 
many collect more. They work in 
large gangs, 450 nion being not un- 
usual. There are several thousand 
shells to a ton. Each diver has five 
helpers, four attending to tho pumps, 
while the other looks out for the 
line. 

The diver takes a basket down 
with him, which he fills with sheila. 
1 Then they are drawn up and put 
A nsido to his credit. When they are 
opened, it is necessary to watch the 
men very closely, the divers often 
concealing the pearls in their months 
Wf% or in other ways and realizing large 
sums for them. Their wages are 
-nail, and the temptation to purloin 
w» very great. Some of tho finest 
pearls in the world have boon taken 
from California fisheries. In 1883 
pearls valued at $8,000, $7,000 and 
#5,000 were taken. A bluok pearl 
was found for which a Paris joweler 
paid $10,000, selling it later for a 
large inoronso on that sum. In ad- 
dition to the pearls, the shells are of 
'great value, mother of pearl boing 
it all over the world.— Now York 
Sfcrfdger.

We might say, further, that the 
foundation truth of Calvinism is root 
ed In the conviction of every Christian 
who knows what is meant by sin and 
what is meant by salvation. That 
truth is, that we owe overy thing to 
God and nothing to ourselves, that li 
is through God's grace alone that w< 
have come to trust iu Christ as tin 
Lord of our lite, and our Uedeemot 
from sin and eternal death. Wt 
might say, finally, that Calvinism, as 
preached to-day, receives a somewhat 
different interpretation and expression 
from what it did in former days. We 
have shifted the emphasis and that 
makes a vast difference.

THE FIRST SEWINQ MACHINE8.

A London aabinet maker oalled 
Thomas Saint, in or about 1790, took 
out a patent for a machine for sew- 
ing leather, or rather for "quilting, 
ftitobing and making shoos, boots, 
splatterdashes, clogs and other ar- 
ticles." This patent, unfortunately, 
was taken ont along with other in- 
ventions in connection with leather, 
and it -was quite by accident that, 
some 80 years later, the specification 
of it was discovered by one who had 
made for himself a name in connec- 
tion with sewing machines. Even 
the patent office did not seem to 
have known of its existence, yet 
now it is clear enough that Thomas 
Saint's leather sewing machine of 
1790 was the first gennine sewing 
machine ever constructed, and that 
it was on what is now known as the 
"chain stitch" principle. Rude as 
it was, it is declared by oxperts to 
have anticipated most of the ingen- 
ious ideas of Jjalf a century of suc- 
cessive inventors, not one of whom, 
however, oould in all human proba- 
bility have as much as heard of 
Saint's maohine. This is not the 
least curious incidont in the history 
of the sewing maohine. 

In Saint's machine the features 
are the overhanging arm, which is 
the characteristic of many modern 
machines; the perpendicular aotion 
of the Singer machine, the oye point- 
ed'needlo of the Howe machine, tho 
pressuro surfaces peculiar to the 
Howe machine, and a "food" system 
equal to that of tho most modern in 
ventions. Whether Saint's niaohint 
was evor worked in a practical work, 
shop or not, it was unquestionably 
a practicable machine, constructed 
by one who knew pretty well what 
he was about and what he wanted 
to achieve. 

Now note the date of Thomas 
Saint's patent (1790), and next note 
the date of the invention of Bar- 
tholin}' Thitnonnior of St. Etienne, 
who is claimed in Franco as the in- 
ventor of the sowing maohine. In 
1830 Thimonnier constructed a ma- 
ohine, principally of wood, with an 
arrangement of barbod needles, for 
stitobing gloves, and in tho follow- 
ing year he began business in Paris, 
with a partner, as an army clothier. 
The firm of Thimonnier, Petit & Co., 
however, did not thrive, because the 
ouvriers thought they saw in the 
principal's maohine an' instrument 
destined to ruin them— much as the 
Luddites viewed steam machinery in 
the cotton districts of England. An 
idea of that sort rapidly germinates 
heat and Tbimcnnier's workshop 

mob, who smashed all the maobines 
and compelled tho inventor to seek 
safety in flight. Poor Thimonnior 
was absent from Paris for throe 
yoars, but in 1834 returned with an- 
other and more perfoct machine. 
This was so coldly received, both by 
employers and workmen in the tai- 
loring trade, that ho left the capital, 
and, journeying through Franco 
with his machine, paid his way by 
exhibiting it in tho towns and vil- 
lages as a curiosity. After a few 
years, however, Thimonnier foil in 
with a capitalist who believed in 
him and his machine, and all prom- 
ised well for tho now firm, when tho 
revolution of 1848 broke out, stopped 
the business and ruined both the in- 
ventor and tho capitalist. Thimon- 
nier died in 1857 in a poorhouso of 
a broken heart. 

The French maohine was also on 
the chain stitch principle, but it was 
40 years later than Saint's. In be- 
tween tho two came, about 1832, one 
Walter Hunt of New York, who is 
said to havo constructed a sewing 
machine with tho look stitch move- 
ment. Some uncertainty surrounds 
this claim and Elias Howe is the 
person usually credited with this 
important, indood, invaluablo, in- 
vention.— Chambers' Journal. 



Expensive Two Cei 

When legal papers aro served by 
mail tho postage must bo prepaid in 
full to make the service valid. 

The office boy of a prominent 
Broadway firm a few days ago put a 
3 cent stamp on a letter containing 
the summons and complaint in a 
oase and mailed it to tho defendant's 
counsel. The postage was 2 cents 
short, and the defendant's counsel, 
after paying the additional 2 cents, 
was in a position to claim judgment 
by default on the ground that ho 
had not been legally served. The 
plaintiff's attorney immediately got 
an order to show cause why the de- 
fault should not be opened. There 
was a long argument in oourt and 
several lengthy affidavits were sub- 
mitted. Tho case was finally re- 
opened upon payment by the plain- 
tiff of $30 costs. 

Thus tho time of tho court for 
nearly two hours, $30 costs and tho 
feos of two loading lawyers wore 
madu necessary to correct a mistake 
of 2 cents by an oftloo boy.— New 
York Herald.

Tho multiplied and inereasinguses 
of leather board are due to tho im- 
proved processes in its manufacture. 
In tho Belfast factories, aocording 
to The Age of that city, the stock is 
rnn through a cutter, whioh outs it 
up into strips about throe or four 
inches long; the mills are oblong 
vats some 2% foot doep and eight 
or nine feet long. In the middle of 
the vat is a partition, on ono side 
being a revolving oylindor, the par- 
tition reaching to the end of the vat 
by a foot or more; tho water is 
pumped from below into> tho vats, 
and the rags, paper, etc, having 
been out up and put into the water, 
the mixture is formed. On putting 
the cylinder in motion this mixture 
continually passes round and round 
the center piooe, under the oylindor 
and over the bed piooe, where the 
friction squeezes and tears the rags 
into pulp. 

These maobines are known as 
beating maobines and the rags are 
put into a bleaoh tub with lime and 
water and boiled 24 hours before be- 
ing placed in the beating machines; 
by moans of a conduit the pulp is 
carried into a large ciroular vat for 
storage, from whioh it is taken as
